Examination of the records of the 


state capitol commission show that 
Bertram G. Goodhue of New York, ar- 
chitect for the commission, up to the 
present time, has been paid $165,919. 
This covers not only the $25,000 a 
year salary of Mr." Goodhue but tho 
expenses of travel, superintendence, 
the making of drawings and so forth. 


Under the contract with Mr. Good- 


hue, 
he IB to draw $25,000 a year as 


salary for a period of five years The 
cost of making the drawings and the 
expenSes of the architect are to be 
paid by the state in addition. 


In order to protect the state, a 


clause in- the contract permits the 
commission to shift over to a 6 per 
'cent basis for all of the costs involved 
in Mr. Goodhue's office. 


The members of the 
commission 


have already discussed with Mr. Good- 
hue the probability that they would 
ask for a change in the contract un- 
der which the state would pay a total 
of $300,000 for the work connected 
with the expenditure of the $5,000,000 
appropriated for the capitol. 


W. E. Hardy said Friday night that 


practically all of the extra work ' of 
the architect, Mr. Goodhue, is done. 
The commission has in Its hands com- 
plete plans for the erection of the 
building and the only thing that re- 
mains to be done is some of the ar- 
tistic finishing. 
The great bulk of 


the architectural expense has already 
been incurred. 


In case the commission should at 


any time believe that the cost of the 
work of the architect was excessive, 
the state is protected by a clause in 
the contract that provides that they 
may shift over to the six per cent 
basis, which is the lowest figure at 
which any reputable architect could 
be procured. 
However, the amount 


already paid to the architect is not in 
excess of six per cent of the total cost 
to date and the great bulk of the ar- 
chitect's expense has been met. 


George E. Johnson, secretary of the 


commission 
and 
state 
engineer, 


said Friday 
night 
when 
asked 


about the records of the commission 
and the contract under which Mr. 
Goodhue is working that the commis- 
sion had the privilege of changing to 
the 6 per cent contract any time with- 
in five years. 


L. F. Mayer in charge of Mr. Good- 


Tiue's office at New York, it is under- 
stood, had said that if the commis- 
sion did change to the 6 per cent con- 
tract, the architect would insist that 
the commission pay for engineer's 
fees outside the 6 per cent If they 
ehould do this, Mr. Johnson said, 
when asked what the effect would be, 
it would amount to about $400,000. It 
is understood that the commission 
may differ from the 
view of Mr. 


Mayer and~that this matter and many 
other details will be taken 
under 


thoro consideration before it is de- 
cided to make the change. 


The 6 per cent contract applies to 


the architectural work. 
There--- is 


some special work on the "furniture 
which is to be paid for at a rate of 
10 per cent and the sculpture is to be 
paid for extra, Mr. Johnson said. 


The 6 per cent rate on the total 


cost of the capitol of $5,000,000 would 
anwunt to $300,000. At the 'rate the 
commission has paid, it is probable 
that the cost would run over the 6 
per cent rate, the records show, Mr. 
Johnson stated. With the sculpture 
cost and all the contract might run 
$350,000 to $375,000. 


There is an item of overhead listed 


in the records and the expense paid 
to Mr. Goodhue under this entry is 
£35,000. Mr. Goodhue's office claims 
that the overhead runs about 100 per 
cent of the salary. The amount un- 
der this head has been certified to 
the commission by a 
certified ac- 


countant in New York city which ex- 
amines the accounts of the New York 
office. 
So far the capitol commis- 


sion, Mr. Johnson stated, has taken 
the New York check but expects to 
check up this matter for itself. 


The amount paid to the architect 


thus far on work completed on the 
capitol is more than 6 per cent of 
the work actually completed, possibly, 
Mr. Johnson said, but the total of con- 
tracts let amounts to about $2,500,000.

Over $700 a Day Spent in Providing 


Educational Facilities for Pupils 


in City Schools. 


ALLIANCE, Neb., March 3.—Delv- 


ing further into the facts and figures 
of the chart recently tabulated by City 
Manager N. A. Kemmish, one finds 
many things that should prove inter- 
esting to the taxpayers of Alliance 
with relation to the city schools.' 


When the new school building is 


properly equipped and in running or- 
der, 1127,700 will be required annually 
to pay the operating expenses, the in- 
terest, provide a sinking fund to re- 
tire the bonds 
and the interest on 


present outstanding warrants. Of this 
amount $94,000 will go to operation 
and $33,700 to the interest charge. 


Figuring an approximate average 


daily attendance of 1,277 pupils in all 
grades, the cost will be $100 per an- 
num for each child. 


With 180 days of school in the school 


year it costs the taxpayers $708 for 
each school day. Carrying these fig- 
ures further, the cost is $118 per hour, 
or $2 per minute. It is also interesting 
to note that the cost is 10 cents per 
hour for each pupit in the city schools. 


The 
annual Christmas 
vacation 


costs $7,080, or a cost of $5.50 for 


each pupil. To close the schools for 
half a day. it cosls $354. Thlo Is 28 
cents for each pupil. 


For every graduate of the Alliance 


high school, the taxpayers have au in- 
vestment of almost $1,600, figuring the 
yearly cost, plus the compound inter- 
est for twelve years. 


The average busjness place works 


48 hours each week, the schools 30 
hours a week. Business places oper- 
ate 313 days each year, the schools op- 
erate 180 days, or just one-third of the 
time. 


If the average salary paid teachers 


in the grade schools Is $1,200 that is 
$1.10 per hour for the 1,080 hours of 
work. The rate for high school teach- 
ers is $1.30 per hour. These figures 
take into consideration only the actual 
hours worked 
during 
the hours of 


school and do not include work done 
after school closes which is very often 
necessary. 


Using the government's estimate of 


the percentage of wage earners to the 
total population we find that there are 
approximately 1,200 wage earners in 
Alliance. 
The average cost to the 


wage earner is then $106. This means 
that on the average each wage earner, 
including both men and women, must 
contribute a month's work each year 
toward the support of the schools.

Could Raise $320,000. 


There are sixteen clubs in tho two 


If every one of them put 
on such an exhibition game a large 
sum could be realized.

guess I should say that $20,000 would 
be a good average per game. That 
would meau $320,000. 


Surely the members of the baseball 


fraternity have enough constructive 
ability and enough willingness to 
work out the details of such a plan. 
It would require Intelligent adminis- 
tration. But they are engaging lead- 
ers to run tho union. Certainly those 
men could attend to such administra- 
tion. 


The 
heart 
of 
every ballplayer 


should be in this work. If they go into 
it on that basis there is no question 
about the whole scheme being a suc- 
cess. On the other hand, if they try 
to make petty differences the prime 
motive of organization the whole 
thing will fail just as the unions have 
failed In the past. Nothing insures 
the future of any organization like ac- 
complishment. 


I cannot imagine any greater Incen- 


tive to accomplishment than the help- 
Ing of old ballplayers when their days 
of usefulness on the 
diamond 
are 


done. 


Would Support Pro Jest. 


I outlined this plan In detail to the 


representative of the union and he 
said he would think it over. I as- 
sured him that the Giants would be 
among the first to fall in with the 
scheme and put on the exhibition 
game. Any other club in either league 
will do the same. 


In other words, the success of a 


union lies in the players getting 'the 
owners, managers and fans to work 
with them Instead of in opposition.

How Insects Walk on Water. 


What makes it possible for the long- 


legged water flea to run right over the 
surface of a sheet of water? 
If we 


observe it closely, sajs Science Sift- 
ings, we see that the end of each of 
its' sir long legs makes a slight de- 
pression where it rests upon the sur- 
face. The surface is elastic, in fact, 
and acts like a spring mattress. 


The physical basis of this mode of 


action may be explained as follows: 
The separate molecules of water co- 
here with considerable firmness and, 
therefore, offer a certain degree of re- 
sistance to penetration by any solid 
matter—but this is true only in case 
the body cannot be wet, i. e., if it has 
a composition like that of the fats. 
This is a result of the surface tension 
of the liquid, which acts like a 
stretched membrane. This is sum- 
dent to support the weight of the 
water flea, tho it would be practically 
negligible 
for 
ourselves.—Detroit

Speaker Mathers Bald the other day that "politics Is a 


menace to the people of Nebraska." 
He need not go 


outside the statehouse to prove It. A deadlock is seri- 
ously threatened between the governor and the legisla- 
ture, not over any principle of government, but over a 
detail of It. The governor submits a plan of code revi- 
sion by which he will absorb all appointive powerv The 
republicans oppose it for the same reason. The- repub- 
licans adopted four years ago a system of administering 
the business departments of the government. Before 
It had even been experimented with the democrats 
seized on It as p. good political issue, and have ridden 
part ,wray back into power on it. Now the governor 
proposes to make good a pledge that he would repeal 
the code by redistributing the offices under it and call- 
ing it something else.

ACROSS THE WAY. 


Admitting that one cannot hope to get rid of politics 


In government so long as the people elect men who 
make a business of politics to the offices, what ought to 
be done In the present Instance? If business men were 
confronted with such a situation they would sit down 
together and try to argue it out first, and then having 
found a possible basis of settlement proceed to get to- 
gether on a. workable plan. Here we have a proposition 
entirely business in its nature, but Is there any disposi- 
tion to get together and settle it as it must be settled 
if the public interest is to be conserved? There la not 
Bach side sits glowering at the other, and each period- 
ically calls in the reporters to sling defiance at the 
other. Politics in the present situation certainly does 
menace the people of the state. 


The strength of a nation lies In the unity of Its 


people. 
Unity Is possible only where no deliberately 


discordant elements are injected, where there is no 
attempt being made on the part of one section of the 
populace to take to themselves some advantage over 
the others. It is sometimes mads impossible by the 
zealousness with which persons champion an'economic 
policy which vitally Interests them or a religion that 
enchains their emotions or where there is an over- 
developed racial consciousness which leads to clannish- 
ness. 
Where this is produced unwittingly, there is 


hope in an appeal to the intelligence and goodwill of 
men for a change in conditions. Where it is a deliberate 
attempt to etir up trouble, it ought to be handled as we 
treat overt acts of treason. 
: 


On behalf of the unorganized writers guild of the 


country, we shall file soon with congress a unanimously- 
adopted resolution asking it to fir a minimum rate per 
word to be paid by all newspapers and magazines to 
irregularly-employed authors, .and in case'the editors 
refuse any offerings that the government purchase 
these at a price of a cent a word and hold them until 
they can be placed In some publication. At the present 
time, as the incomes .of writers clearly show, the price 
paid IB below the cost of production. 
Certainly a 


nation that is willing to do something like this for the 
farmers who produce its bodily food, will be equally 
anxious to rescue from industrial slavery those who 
produce its mental pabulum. 


- It li the prevalence of the exception to the general 
rule that makes necessary, or at least apparently neces- 
sary, the enactment of BO much restrictive legislation. 
It Is difficult to imagine parents so indifferent or.care- 
less to their children's welfare as to fail to provide 
medical, and surgical attention of the simplest character 
and- to neglect or refuse to have their physical defects 
corrected when theh» attention is called to them; yet 
th« school'teachers and welfare workers give abundant 
testimony to the truth of "the statement 
Shall these 


children be allowed to become' unwitting rictims of 
ignorance or indifference or shall the state interfere 
and giro them aid that protects them from the miseries 
of ill'health in mature life? 
It is a serious question 


that cannot be settled by any insistence upon a doctrine 
of medical freedom. 


With so many wealthy men falling victims to the un- 


erring pistol practice of beautiful but discarded mis- 
tresses, all incentive to save one's money is being grad- 
ually crushed out. 
Not that we hold to the doctrine 


taught us by the materialists that satisfaction of the
